Description. 


The directions of the streams are shown by the arrows. These have 
been graded in weight and, where possible, in length to indicate the 
approximate rate of the tidal stream so that ——> indicates a weak 
stream and ——» indicates a strong stream. 


The figures give the mean neap and spring rates in tenths of a knot, 
thus: 19,34 indicates a mean neap rate of |-9 knots and a mean spring 
rate of 3-4 knots. The comma indicates the approximate position at 
which the observations were obtained. 


Computation of Rates. Example:— 


Required:— Prediction of the rate of the tidal stream about 2 miles 
off C. Gris Nez at 0500 G.M.T. on 30th. November, 1963.

Mean Range for the day is 20-6. 
Appropriate chart in the atlas is that for 5 hours before H.W. Dover. 
From chart, rate given is 18,33.
